fused to sit below General Grant. 
Pierrepont, in his dilemma, went at 
once to the Prince of Wales and told 
him that General Grant was on his 
way to England and the difficulties 
he (Pierrepont) had to encounter in 
regard to his reception. 


"I want yoa to preside at a recep- 


tion, with General Grant as the 
guest" 


"Certainly, Pierrepont,it will give 


me great pleasure to honor General 
Grant." Taking a memorandum 
from his pocket, he erased an en- 
gagement and gave General Grant 
a reception the day after his arrival, 
invitations were at once sent out 
stating that tho Prince of Wales 
would preside at a reception in hon- 
or of General Grant Another meet- 
ing of the embassies was called, and 
they asked three hours' delay ba- 
fore accepting1, but they all sat be- 
low the hero of Appomattox. 


When the Prince of Wales visited 


America, in 1859, Edward Pierre- 
pont'a was one of the 50 families 
delegated to entertain him, and his 
relations with the prince were of 
the closest. 
Pierrepont, though 


small in stature, was of indomitable 
courage. Being desirous of visiting 
the Garden of the Gods, near Mani- 
tou, iu 1889, and his attention being 
called to the danger on account of 
several hold ups near Colorado City, 
he bought a six shooter and insisted 
upon the writer carrying his pistols 
so that they could be brought into 
immediate play. 


At a reception where the lord 


chief justice of England was a guest 
the subject of American atrocities 
was being discussed. 
Pierreponl 


quickly took up a remark and said, 
'If you will look into your history, 
after the Lord George Gordon riots 
you will find that two wagon loads 
if young men were taken to Gal 
ow8 bill and executed without any 
form of trial." 


The loss of his only son at Rome 


who was a member of the diplomat- 
ic corps, was the sorrow of his life, 
and the Latin quotation "He touch 


the earth" was a suitable inscrip- 


tion, forwarded to the bereave< 
family by the associate members o: 
the corpe.—Washington Post.

The rich places of Klondike are no 


the only curiosity of the country travers 
ed by the Vxikon.

ry lake which was named Salawik by 
its disr.oTr.rcr, the Rsr. P. Tosi, s mis- 
sionary among the savages. 


Tiiis lakp, which Is 90 miles long and 


»bnnt 15 miles wide, is perhaps the on- 
iy one in all that extreme northern re- 
gion vrhich docs not freeze over during 
the winter.

slats is just 4 inches. A 2 by 4 is spiked 
on top of the posts and another is placed 
through the center at the bottom. To 
these the slats are nailed. The bottom 
is made of fencing and a 6 inch board 
is put around outside to hold ensilage, 
grain, etc. Tho rack is net expensive to 
build and is strong and durable. It can 
be used iu sheds or half of the rack may 
be placed around the outside of stable. 
I nse these racks in yard, and around 
the outside use half, allowing tight 
board fence to form the back of the rack. 


It is tho best rack for feeding whole 


corn fodder I ever saw. I throw in bun- 
dles of fodder, reach through between 
the dats with a jackknife and cut the 
strings. The stock cannot poll the stalks 
out and scatter them about the yard, as 
is the case with low down, open racks. 
Every bit of foliage will be pulled off, 
not a particle of waste beyond the bare 
stalks. Whenever necessary, clean out 
;he stalks, place them in a pile some- 
where—mixing manure with them—to 
rot 


We are about to make a rack similar 


to this for sheep. It will be lower, of 
coarse, and not so wide, and the slats 
will be placed straight up and down to 
avoid any litter falling into the wool. 
A 3 by 4 board, or fence board, will be 
nailed on to keep the sheep from getting 
into the rack with the fore feet 


Storing Beet* In Fit*. 


Waldo F. Brown, one of Ohio's pro- 


gressive farmers, writing to The Na- 
tional Stockman and Farmer, says: 


In pitting beets I prefer to cover them 


with earth without any straw over 
them and then keep tho frost out by • 
covering of hone manure on tho outside 
fo the pit when the ground freezes. 
When the earth is put on the beets, it 
is wise to have ventilators in the top, 
which can be made by nailing four 
pieces of board together so aa to make 
chimneys sis or eight inches square, 
and letting them extend down a foot or 
more into the beet pile. To prevent the 
rain from getting in through the ven- 
tilators let the boards on two sides be 
six inches shorter than the others and 
saw the top sloping and nail a roof 
board over it. 


What Ii a Good Sugar BeetT 


In reply to tho query, "What is • 


good sugar boot:"' G. W, Shaw of the 
Oregon station says: 


Many farmers have a wrong idea as 


to what eoustitptes a good boot for sug- 
ar purposes. Contrary to a popular idea 
which is quite extant in tho state, the 
beet should be small, with a large leafy 
top. Brien says: "The hiza of the beet 
is in the inverse ratio of its sugars and 
•alts; thu content of water increase!

I was born in Scotland, but of Irish 


parents," said Mr. JU<Nal!y. chatting 
of thorough service and the men he had 
marched with and fonght under in those 
days, which resembled BO closely the 
perilous phase* of England's situation 
In India today. "I was bom at Barr- 
bead, and Jau. 28, 1856, I enlisted at 
Lanark in the Ninety-second or Gordon 
bighlanders, and after some months ot 
drill and garrison duty volunteered Feb.

erland highlandera, who were stationed 
at Dover Heights. There was continual 
talk of their going ont to the China 
war, and I wanted the adventure and 
the experience of real soldiering.

for the China war and sailed 


away down the wett coast of Africa 
After we were out at uea we spoke a 
vessel from tUe cape and heard of the 
Indian mutiny, but of course our duty 
was to go on to China, where we h:id 
been ordered. 
It was pretty hard 


lines for us. We wanted tn g^t pp 
into India, where they needed us, 
and at cape of Oood Hope a lighter 
vessel from England overtook ns and 
countermanded onr orders. We were 
sent from tLore with all haste to Cal- 
cutta and Jandud Sept 30, Ib57. Thmk 
of that' Jioro tlum throe months get- 
ting to the mutiny ! 


"There were no railroads, and we 


started right ont and inarched up coun 
try as f »r as Cawnpur. 680 miles. It 
was a hard, hard march, but we ruivde 
as good tmjf as Briti-h snldiers ever di<- 
anywhrrf.
